M. Jaures was seated at a table near an 
open window facing the Rue Montmartre, 
chatting with several Socialist deputies 
and the editors of L’Humanite.

‘The agency sent out this statement im- 
mediately in the éxact words wherein it 
was received. A few hours later the for- 
eign office sent out a flat denial through 
the official news agency denying these 
words ever were used. Socialists and oth- 
ers claim the words ased exactly repre- 
sented official foreign -office views but 
were not imtended for publication.

PROBLEM MADE SIMPLE 


BY VICTOR. 
If thecase of Austria-Hungary is knoity 
and perplexing, that of Russia, on the 
other hand, is comparatively simple in 
the light of its political and diplomatic 
history. 

Russia, said one of her great chancel- 
lors, never frets and never dwells mourn- 
fully on the past. She may be checked 
here or there in her onward march, but 
she gathers héfself together and at the 
first opportunity resumes her march. She 
is patient and she feels that time is on her 
side. 

There are generals who lose battles and 


‘win the war; Russia has lost many bat- 


tles, but she has never acknowledged de- 
feat. Her present attitude toward the 
Austro-Servian conflict is sgrictly logical 
and in line with her policy since the lame 
and uwnaatisfactory settlement with Ja- 
pan. 

Diplomacy Not Consistent. 


As has.already been said, Russian 
statesmanship has not been brilliant or 
consistent with regard to the Balkans. 
There have been blunders and periods of 
indifference. After the Russo-Turkish 
war, which proved a bitter and galling 
disappointment to the Russian masses, 
who resented the handing over of Bosnia 
to Austria, as well as to the court and the 
army, the attention of Ste Petersburg dip- 
lomats and statesmen turned lightly in 
other directions. 

Expansion has been the Russian motto 


‘for centuries. Steady and often bloody

Urges Warburg to Serve. 

The plans to rush the reserve bank sys- 
tem into operation took definite shape 
when President Wilson in a conversation 
over the long distance telephone induced 
Mr. Warburg to consent to appear before 
the senate committee. The president said 
in effect that the services of Mr. War- 
burg on the reserve board will be needed 
in the crisis produced by the European 
war. Administration senators assured 
the president that the opposition to Mr. 
Warburg will melt away in the fece of 
the urgent need for the protection the 
new banking system will afford the na- 
tion’s resources. 

Following the president’s appeal, Mr. 
Warburg sent this telegram to Chairman 
Owen of the senate committee: 

“ In deference to the president's urgent 
request and in view of the seriousness of 
the present €mergenty, which makes de- 
sirable the promptest possible organiza- 
tion of the federal ref*erve board, I have 
decided to waive all personal considera- 
tions and am prepared to appear before 
your committee at the earliest convenient 
date.” 


Expect to Defeat Bristow.

_ Expect Gain in’ Exports: 
Dispatches say that the price of wheat 
declined today because of the belief that 
a blockade would curtail the exporta- 
tion of American foods:uffs. State de- 
partment officials say that while such 
curtailment is possible, the chances are 
in favor of a tremendous increase in the 
successful shipment of American agricul- 
tural products and manufactures to Eu- 
ropean countries as a result of the war 
demand. 

Although belligerent nations will pro- 
claim what articles they will seize as 
contraband of war the United States, as 
a neutral, has the right to ship anything, 
whether contraband or not, to any station 


No Ruling on Contraband. 

The question of the definition of contra- 
band of War never has been settled’ by 
agreemem among the powers. The Hague 
conventions contain some géneral provi- 
sions regarding the shipment of contra: 
band by neutrals. An endeavor was maile 
in the London naval declaration of 1909 
to lay down specific rules governing the 
treatment of contraband by belligerents, 
but this declaration is not binding upon 
the powers and really is not in effect at 
all because of the failure of Great Britain 
and other nations to ratify is provisions. 
Each of the belligerents in the European 
War will proclaim what it regards contra- 
band of war and its intentions as to the 
seizure of the article it places under the 
ban. State department officials believe, 
however, that each belligerent will adopt 
the essential features of the London dec- 
laration in its proclalmation. 


Provisions of London Plan. 
The provisions of the London declara- 
tion hold the following articles to be 
contraband: 

1. Arms of all kinds, including arms 
for sporting purposes and their compo- 
nent parts.

Wilson and Congressional 
Leaders Plan to Act in 
Event of Great War. 


AMEND SEAMEN’S LAW. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT | 
Washington, D. C,, July 31.-[(Special.} 
—Pians were agreed to today by President 
Wilson, Secretary Redfield, and congres- 
sional leaders to care for the merchant 
marine of the world during the European 

war, if it vomes. “4 
The plens include the removal of re. 
strictions on foreign vessels which wish 
to enter the American registry, the 
amendment of the séaman’s ws, permit- 
ting foreign officers and crews to man 
vessels flying the American flag, a pro- 
vision in the.emergency measure calling 
for the bona fide purchase by Americans 
of ail vesseis which wish to obtain an 
American registry; and another provis- 
ion making & cempulsory for owners of 
these vessels to keep them under’ the 
American flag for a certain number of 

years after the cessation of hostilities, 


Will Not Offend Powers. 

The administration waain communica- 
tion all afternoon and tonight with steam- 
ship officials in New York, Boston; and 
Baltimore. These officials were told just 
how far the Washington government is 
willing te go. 

It will not go far enough, President Wil- 
son insists, to offend any foreign govern- 
ment, but it does not intend to see the 
overseas shipping of the world paralyzed. 

With war involving every first class 
European power imminent, unleas the 
United States takes prompt action it will 
be impossible for any commerce to be 
handled whatsoever. 

The whol snipping world has turned 
to the United States to save the situation. 
President Wiisom has assured the owners 
of the transatlantic lines that he will do 
all in his power, but they will have to 
enter the American registry on American 
terms. These terms undoubtedly will 
include the preservation of an American 
merchant marine at the close of the war. 


What America May Gain. 

Here is what the United States may 
gain by immediate action: 

1. An immediate control of the over- 
seas trade. 

2. Control of merchant lines Det ween 
North and South America, some of the 
routes to be laid through the Panama 
canal, - 

3. The privilege to carry on trade in 
non-contraband articles with all the 
powers engaged in the war and in 
contraband with belligerents control- 
ling the seas. 

The Panama canal act, passed two years 
ago, provides that foreign built vessels 
not over five years old may be enrolled in 
the American registry. This provision is 
the one which will be amended so that it 
will include all foreign built vessels.

Signed Statement Given to’ 
Gardner, Candidate-in 
Maine. 


WAR ON ALL BOSSES, 


' Oyster Bay. N. Y., July 31..—[Special.]— 
Halbert: P. Gardner, Progressive candi- 
~. date for governor in Maine, visited Saga- 
more Hill today and came away with 
written assurances over Col. Roosevelt's 
Signature, made in two forms, for con- 
venient use in the Maine campaign. 

One is a brief statement by Col. Roose- 
velt and the other a long letter addressed 
to Candidate Gardner and signed by the 
colonel. 

Between the lines of each may be clear- 
ly read Col Roosevelt's plan to capture 
the Republican machinéry in every state 
by a fusion of Progressives and inde- 
pendent Republicans. 

Plan Is Made Clear. 

“The colonel’s indorsement of Hinman 
and his avowed purpose to support Hin- 
man even if a straightout Progressive 
candidate should take the field in New 
York, did not sound good to us Progres-
